Even 
industries engaged on work for (he government are not im- 
mune from these (roubles. 
A wstern woolen mill making 


overcoat.cloth for the government has been shutdown for a 
number of days by a strike of the employes. 


But the workers are not the only ones who "are out for 


what there is in it." There are too many business concerns 
and organizations that are bending all of their energies to (he 
making of hay while the sun shines,- as readers of fhe news- 
papers well know. Investigation follows investigation in fhe 
attempt to trace (he troubles to their source and remove them. 
Just now the government is trying to find out why shoes are 
so high when leather is plentiful. 
It is claimed that unusually 


large slocks of hides and leather are held in storage, while the 
prices of all sorts of leather goods are at the top notch. 


By no means are all business men or all workingmen dis- 


posed to "hog it," but there are too many that are, and fhe 
effect is immeasurably bad. The .peopje cannot have their 
hearts in the war as they should hh've so "long as they feel that 
they are being exploited and robbed by their own countrymen. 
It is most sincerely to be hoped that through governmental 
activilies and other influences there may be an early improve- 
ment in a situation that is not only discreditable, but actually 
dangerous to the welfare of the country. 


If conditions in Ihc sugar and coal Irade improve as prom- 


ised there will be some relief before a great while. 
But fhe 


people are taking promises with more allowance than they 
did when Ihe troubles began. They are hoping for the best 
but under Ihe circumstances they are not.to be blamed for 
remembering the homely old saying, "Fair words butter no 
parsnips."
